Polytheistic, and It is Impossible to Trace 
Exactly the Origin of Monotheism.

Prot. Th. Noldeke of Strassburg, ‘‘the little 
piant,’’ as the Semitists of the Continent are 
accustomed to call him, the best-philologian

„A remnant of original fetichism was pre- 
served for a long time in Israel. psig 
reverence for sacred stones, as this has D 

ractised bya number of the Semitic tribes. 

‘hat the stone of Jacob was an originally Ca- 
naanitic one we have no reason to suppose. 
The sacred character of Bethel is, according 
to all indications, original with the Israelites, 
as the Old Testament is still acquainted with 
the fact thatthe piace was in former times 
called Lug. The interpretation given to the 
divinely reyered stone in our present accounts 
must not decelve us any more than the legends 
of the Moslems concerning the stone fetiches 
in Mecca, which have remained as a singular 
relic in Islam. i N 

„That Jahyeh, at a comparatively late 
period too, was worshipped merely as the god 
of his own people, and that other beings were 
regarded by them as gods & the other 
peoples, Baethgen himself acknowledges, The 
absolute monvutheigm attained supremacy 
only very slowly. Thus, ., g., While the 
prophet, Amos, declares him, have been 
the Creator, and hence certainly as the only 
God, the narrator of Judges XI., 24, who cer 
tainly lived later than than this prophet, puts 
words into the mouth of Jephtha which ac- 
knowledge Chemogsh as the god who cares for 
Ammon as Jehovah cares for Israel. Sen- 
tences like that in Ex., XV., 10, “Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord, among the gods?’ presup- 
pose the acceptance of more than one God; 
only at a later date were such expressions em- 
ployed for rhetorical purposes. 

The polytheism of Israel was 6 ma- 
terlally by the use of images. A difference in 
the kinds of image causes, in a marked de. 
gree, afaithin different divine veings. But 
the old religion of Israel was by no means 
without images. Baethgen tries to explain 
away the Teraphim, but I. Sam,, xix, ad 
shows plainly that David bad a household g 
in the shape of a human being. It is further 
narrated as something quite natural that Gid- 
eon made an idol (Judges, vill., 24-27a); the 
blame attached to this further on, 27 b, does 
not suit to the connection. The picture of 
Jahveh in Dan is attributed toa grandson of 
Moses, Judges, xvii., ff. Inthe light of these 
facts the golden images of steers made by 
Jeroboam receive a certain legitimacy. It is 
even not certain that Solomon’s temple was 
entirely without images, for it was only Heze- 
kiah who destroyed the image of a serpent of 
brass which was attributed to Moses, II. Kings, 
xvili4. It is vain to try to explain away these 
plain facts by the legend in Num., XXI., 6-9. 

But it is also a certain fact that at an early 
date — was an opposition to the use of im 
ages for worship. The second commandment 
which is certainly very old, forbids the use ot 
any and all images; and the story of the gold- 
en calf of Aaron, which in itself is certainly 
unhistorical, condemns even before the days 
of Hosea in the strongest terms the official re- 
ligious cult of the Northern Kingdom. 

„As was the case with the other Shemites, 
the Israelites, too, had human sacrifice, es- 

eclaily the horrible sacrifice of children. The 
aw which demands all the first born for Jah- 
veh, E., XII., 2, was undoubtedly meant li- 
erally at first. The very fact that ransom 
money was paid for the first born shows that 
originally these were sacrificed themselves. 
The story in Gen., XIII., would be without 
meaning if n did not presup the 
sacrifice of children as an ancient rite. 
The prohibition in Le., oni. A; 
XX., i not to sacrifice chil- 
dren to Moloch, is not given as against a for- 
eign custom. As was the case with the Greeks. 
spiritual progress among the Hebrews also at 
a very early date crowded out this barbarity, 
while among the tally pidtus but inneriy 
wild Carthaginians it remained in full sway. 
But in Israel, too, it from time to time comes 
into the fort aria. 

We accordingly sd throughout Israel reli- 
gious ideas and customs such as were in vogue 
among their retated polytheists; but every- 
where there is seen also, even in the oldest 
times, a striving for a pure monotheism and a 
higher religious service, and this it is that 
gives Israel its characteristic position in his- 
ey But the origin of this feature is wrapped 
in darkness. The Old Testament represents 
Moses, who grew up as an Egyptian,eand whose 
name is Egyptian, as the lawgiver of the mo- 
notheistie religion. Unfortunately, we can- 
not secure an historical picture of his reon 
and work, and still less of the legisiation of 
Sinai; but we can certainly trust tradition sutf- 
ficiently to believe that the new departure 
was contemporaneous withthe erodus out of 
Egypt. In Egypt the Israclites doubtiess re- 
eetved many germs which were developed 
later. There, where crude fétich worsbip and 
deep wisdom were both at home, a gifted 
nation could receive many an impetus. At 
any rate, it would be m 1 that the 
service of Jahveh was also taken from them. 
But, however this may be, I would forego the 
explanation of the mystery, that this onigin- 
ated ‘in the constant divine conduct and 
divine revelation.’ Thisis certainly a scien- 
tific explanation. 

It is more thap doubtful that the original 
Israclites already in Egypt, or their ancestors 
before going there, were to & ater or less 
extent monotbeists.

HARRINGTON AND FINUCANE 


How the New Year Opens for Political 
Offenders in Ireland—The Vindictive 
Circumstances of Mr. Harrington’s Con- 
viction—The Magistrates Balfour’s 
Creatures—The Finucane Case— Punished 
for Another’s Offense.

LONDON, January 15.—The year is beginning 
in Ireland very gloomy.

Caught by Senator PLumB in the actof 
getting through a nice little tariff pro- 
vision to give New England Canadian 
fresh fish free, but in such a shape as to 
deprive people farther from the border of 
all benefit from the provision, Senator 
Hoar protested against the imputation of 
selfish greed to New England’s tariff 
policy and declared that no desire to 
secure an advantage over the rest of the 
country had ever tinctured New England's 
course on the tariff or the fisheries ques- 
tion. 

So perish the thought that there is in 
New England nature any craving for the 
best of a bargain, or any willingness to 
get the better of anyone in a little job of 
tariff tinkering.

The Petition and the Law to Be Presented te 
the Legisiatere. 

Below is given a copy of the petition and the 
law to be introduced into Legislature re- 
gardiag telephone companies. The printed 
copies ot the bill are arranged with foot lines 
for signatures. The Telephone S8aub- 
scribers’ Association of which Mr. Field- 
ing Mansfield is President, have five (5) 


active men now canvassing the city for sub- 
scriptions. They will call on citizens in all | 
parts of the city within the next few days. The 
petitions are also being signed in ali cities 
— — the State where telephones are in 
use. hen the signatures are all collected 
and arranged they will be presented to 
General Assembly at Jefferson Clty as one 
document. 
THE PETITION AND THE LAW. 


| To the Honorable, the General Astembly of M. 
souri: 

The Supreme Court of Missouri, in ite recent 
decision. has deciared: ‘‘That a telephone 
company, when once its poles are planted and 
wires stretched on or over the streets of « 
city, becomes in effect a monopoly; its prop- 
erty is devoted to pubilc use, therefore t 
corporation is subject to public regulations. 
We ehall take it for granted that the State has 
the power to fix and prescribe a maximu 
rate for telephone service, but this power has 
— been delegated to municipal corpora- 
tions.’’ 

More than 50 per cent of the capital stock of 
the Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri is owned 
and held by the American Bell Telephone Co. 
of Boston. The Bell Tetephone Co. of Mis- 
souri is, therefore, practically a foreign cor- 

ration, the controlling interest of which is 

eld by people who have no sympathy for, nor 

common interest with the citizens of our 

State. Armed with this decision of the Su- 

reme Court, upon the adjournment ot the 

islature, this corporation will not be slow 

to availitself of les right to exact such ad- 
vanced charges as it may establish. 

Telephones have become a necessity. We, 
subscribers to the telephone company, there- 
fore, res ully demand protection the 
immediate passage of the following act, 
the maximum monthly charges for tei 


service: 
AN ACT TO REGULATE 
CHARGES. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri, as foliows: 

SECTION 1, No individual, company or cor- 
poration, now or be r ownite, con- 
trolling or ees any telephone 
within this State, shall hereafter 6, col- 
lect or receive as rental or hire forthe use of 
such telephones, in any city within this 
State, having 100,000 inhabitants, or a greater
